How to Keep Ants 
Out ot The Home 


Ants frequently enter dwellings in 
search of food, They feed on many 
kinds of foodstuffs but are particu- 
larly fond of sweet or fatty sub- 
stances. Ants may be discouraged 
from entering houses by keeping 
shelves, tables and floors in kitchens 
and pantries as free as possible from: 
crumbs and other food fragments 
and_pby storing foodstuff in. ant-proof 
cqntainers. In addition,. openings in 
floors and walls should be carefully 
Plugged. ; 

The most satisfactéry material so 
far. discovered for destroying ants is 
sodium fluoride, sold by druggists in 
the form of a white powder, The pow 
der should be scattered or dusted 
lightly in places frequented by the 
ants and left undisturbed until the 
ants have disappeared. As sodium 
fluoride is somewhat poisonous, care 
should be taken to prevent children 
or animal pets from gaining access 
to it. 

As an alternative, baits may be 
used. They may consist either of 
meat bones or sponges dipped in 
sweetened water, When large num-

Announcement here of the new
